“aed States Joins The ILO. 


More than ordinary significance attaches to. “recent decision of the 


‘ 


Organization at Geneva, usually referred to as the ILO.._Not-only will .ac- 
cession of the United States add considerably to the prestige that organ- 
ization now enjoys, but, bringing as it will the U.S. into direct confrontation 
with this important branch of League of Nations’ activity, the move will do 
much to restore prestige lost by the parent body through recent defections, 
notably that of Japan. 

Press despatches have revealed little of the background, few of the 
motives, behind this change of front on the part of the Washington govern- 
ment. It is true, of course, membership of the International Labor Organ- 
ization does not involve endorsement of the League covenant, nor does it 
entail any political commitments to the League as such. In fact, the U.S. 
desire ‘to provide adequate safeguards against the “foreign entanglements” 
that country has so rigorously eschewed since the war, is exemplified in the 


act of Congress which specifically declares that the United States, by mem- 
bership in the ILO, shall assume “no obligations under the covenant”. 

This, of course, is possible, The International Labor Organization, like 
the World Court upon whose bench the United States long has been repre- 
sented, is an autonomous section of the League of Nations. Membership in 
either or both is possible without acceptance of the covenant. Germany, as 
a matter of fact, was an active, full-fledged member of the ILO for six 
years before becoming a member of the League of Nations. The connec- 
tion’ between the organization and the League is derived not from the 
covenant but from the charter of the ILO, which is Part XIII. of the Treaty 
of Versailles. ' 

The International Labor Organization is, however, much closer to the 
League than is the World Court for the reason that it is, essentially, a

means of getting international legislation enacted, or treaties negotiated, as 
is the League itself. The heart of the League system is its permanent 
mechanism for continuous international negotiation, and the ILO parallels 
this machinery throughout, in its limited field of social questions. 

The importance of the United States’ decision to join the International 
Labor Organization, therefore, can best be deduced by considering it in rela- 
tion to the economic problems created by varying standards of living, hours 
of labor and rates of wages, in nations now competing for foreign markets, 
and also by contrasting the present action with Washington's past attitude 
towards. the Geneva labor office. __ 

Hitherto, the United States has been far colder to the ILO than to any 
other branch: of League activity. Until one year ago, the United States 
government would have nothing whatever to do with the labor organiza- 
tion, but now, without any parade.or ballyhoo, Congress has accepted, vir- 
tually without demur, the proposal to apply for membership. This will in- 
volve representation on the permanent secretariat at Geneva and ultimate 
appointment of American representatives.to the. personnel of. the central 

. Office. 

Psychologically, the action of Washington will have more far-reaching 
effects. It will give Japan, Germany and Italy “furiously to think” for, if 
President Roosevelt can persuade Congress to make so complete a volte 

.face in so short a time in connection with one great section of League 
activity, it follows that but little additional pressure would be required to 
convert his legislators to the idea of accepting the League covenant. 
Despite present reticences, and the insistence upon non-political safeguards, 
American opinion relative to the League is undergoing a change—and 
that change is not so far short of accepting League membership as to make 
that end remote.: If it come to pass that the United States enter the 
League, that body will immediately assume grander and nobler proportions 
in the eyes of the world, and the dreams of those who called it into exist- 
ence will be within sight of fulfillment.

But Record Of Rip Van. Winkle

A Huddersfield man. has had no 
sleep for eight weary years. Not 
even-morphine-can give him an hour 
of real sleep. How he “must envy 
such a man as W. Foxley, pot-maker 
to the Mint, who fell asleep on April 
27th, 1546, and slept serenely for 
fourteen days and fifteen nights, 
Fourteen days is only a nap compar- 
ed with the exploits of. some sleepers.

loan bonds hid by British subjects. 
The agreement extends six .nonths 
from July 1, the day the German 
moratorium on all foreign obliga- 

tions became effective. 

Other long and medium term o%li- 
gations held in Great Britain which 
are mostly commercial, will not be 
serviced during the moratorium, un- 
der the terms of the agreement. 

Germany agreed to deposit Pr‘t- 
ish currency in the Bank of Eng- 
land for payment of alt 
from Dawes and Young ‘oan bonds. 

In return, Britain will not apply 
the new clearing house law, under 
which the government would have 


been able to seize a portion of Ger-| 


man commercial funds for the bene- 
fit of bondholders. 


LEVY PLAN FOR 
MEAT IMPORTS 


IS NOT FAVORED 


London.—An import levy plan in- 
volving a guaranteed price, restric- 
tion of imports.from both the Do- 
minions and foreign countries with a 
preference for the Dominions and 
financial assistance to home _ pro- 
ducers is understood: to have been the 
basis of discussion at a meeting of 
the meat conference at the colonial 
office. The discussions were describ- 


ed as friendly but vigorous and it is | 


understood the plan, submitted by | 
the United Kingdom government, fell 
far short of méeting the approval of 


the representatives of the Dominions. | 
The conference is considering a re- | 


vision of the meat clauses of the em- 
pire trade pacts which come up for 
review this year and are of concern 
to Australia, New Zealand and 
Southern Rhodesia but of no great 
interest to Canada. Canada is rep- 
resented at the meeting, however, 
along with the Irish Free State. 

It was suggested the British plan 
could be operated with the same sort 
of machinery provided in the wheat 
agreement inasmuch as it is based on 
the. same principle, -namely, an 
agreed restriction of exports by ex- 
porting countries. It would apply to 
mutton and. lamb as well as beef. 

The levy imposed on_ imported | 
meat would be on a_ basis which | 
would give the Dominions a 50 per 
cent. preference over foreign coun- 
tries. Proceeds of the levy would be} 
used to provide financial assistance | 
for home producers. 

It is understood the Dominions} 
are not opposed to the imposition of | 
a quota on their shipments but look 


upon the addition of the proposed | 
levy as a very serious consideration: | 
The quota itself .would be serious | 


enough, they claim, as it would in- 


volve a restriction of their exports | 


to the figures used ‘in discussions at 


the Ottawa imperial conference:

San Francisco Riots 


Violent Battles Between Police And 
“ Strikers On Waterfront 


San Francisco. — Violent battles 
raged on the San Francisco water- 
front as strike pickets fought hand- 
to-hand over an area a mile square 
with police amid roaring blasts from 
pistols and riot guns and the blind- 
ing fumes from tear gas bombs. 

Two of the strikers, seeking to 
enforce a blockade of the port of 
San Francisco—tied up since May 9 
by -@.- longshoremen’s strike — fell 
mortélly wounded. Thitty-one other 
persons were shot, and:38 more suf- 
fered gas and club injuries requiring 
hospital or-physicians’ treatment. 

Two thousand National Guards- 
men, ordered by Governor Frank 
Merriam to, safeguard state-owned 
property, moved upon the strife-torn 
|area. The situation had quieted...

Lesson: I, Kings 17:1-24;.19:1-8. 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 23.° 


Explanations And Comments 
- 

Elijah Predicts a Drought, 17:1, 
Elijah the Tishbite, that is, a native 
of Thisbe, a member of the tribe of 
Naphtali who dwelt for a time in 
Gilead, now appears. In 2 K. 1:8 he 
is described as a hairy man, girt with 
a. girdle of leather about his loins. 
His name is composed of Eli, mean- 

ing my God, and Jah, the short form 
of Jehovah. ‘“ ‘My God is Jehovah’— 
the name suits him. It grew out of 
him like his shaggy beard, for he 
spent his life recalling the faithless 
| people from the false worship of 
Baal to the true worship of Jehovah 
the living God” (Charles R. Brown).! 
Ahab was the king at this time of 
whom it is said (1 K. 16:30) that “he 
did that which was evil in the sight 
of Jehovah above all that were be- 
fore him.”

Cherith, 17:2-/.. The word of Je- 
hovah came unto Elijah, saying. This 
phrase and .kindred others, such as 
“Thus saith Jehovah,” “Jehovah 
spake,” occur two thousand times in 
‘the Old Testament. The phrases are 
familiar formulas of all the prophets, 
and express their sincere conviction 
that they are speaking or acting in 
accordance with the will of God as 
revealed to them. through mental im- 
pulses or ‘“‘by divers portions and in 
divers manners.” ‘Get thee hence” 
—to avoid the wrath of Ahab and} 
Jezebel, for Ahab was seeking him} 
everywhere, 1 K. 18:10, was the | 
direction Elijah received, ‘and hide 
by the brook Cherith east of the Jor- 
dan,” where there were convenient 
caves. “I have commanded the 
ravens to feed thee’; I will make use 
of the ravens as my agents.

Nitrogen, while stimulating pixnt 
growth, soon loses its power unless 
fortified sufficiently with phosphates 
and potash, particularly the .ormer. 
‘Losses of fertility from farm msn- sas 
ures may be prevented by the usc of aaa 
litter, watertight floors, ‘covered 
manure pits, and by getting the 
manure into the land as quickly as 
possible. 

In relation to grassland, ‘ts crea- 
tion, management, and fertilization, . i 
efficient ‘and highly systematized re- 
search has done’ much during the 
past few years to add to human 
knowledge and to the profits oi the 
pastoralist. ° 

The use of seaweed as a fertilizer 
dates back to historic times, and its ~ 
value for the upkeep of soil fertility 
has been generally and practically 
recognized both in the old world ani 
in the new by farmers residing not 
too far distant from the coast line. 

One hundred and eleven pounds of 
brome grass seed and four pounds of 
rhubarb seed from the British Isies, -

Altogether there are 100 million 
stars. They are scattered round in 
the shape of a gigantic cartwheel: 
This wheel of worlds goes round with 
majestic slowness. Each revolution 
takes 250,000,000 years. During the 
whole of -the civilized epoch the 
wheel of worlds has only moved as 
much as the hour hand of a clock 
moves in one second. Yes—and this 
will give you some idea of how old 
the skies are—the wheel of worlds 
shows evidence of having gone round 
thousands of times.’

Japanese. Officials Find They Have 
More Soldiers Than They Need 


The problem of what to do about 


the Manchurian army, now in the 
uniforms 'of*the state of Manchou- 
kuo, is disturbing the Japanese ad- 
visers and administrators of the new 
government. . 

In tke days of Chinese domination 
an army of more than 300,000 was 
maintained. This huge force used 
up more than 80 per cent. of the

special taxes, seized food supplies | 


without paying for them, and paid 
nothing for billets. * 

To-day the army of Manchoukuo 
numbers about 125,000 men, and uses 
up a little more-than-30-per cent. of 
the budget.

In additic- there are more than 
50,000 Japanese soldiers in Man- 
churia, paid and-maintained by the 
Japanese empire. 

Originally the Japanese high com- 
mand in Manchuria figured that the 
Manchoukuo army need not exceed 
35,000 to 40,000 men, but the ques- 
tion now is what to do with the extra 


kuo soldiers. If they are disbanded, 
as some have been, they return to 
banditry. Kept in uniforms and in 
barracks, and subjected to training 
and discipline, they become restless 
and a danger. They frequently mut- 
iny. When sent on anti-bandit cam- 
paigns they refuse~to fight unless in- 
trespersed, squad for squad, with

Canada’s Sweet Tooth 


Statistics Relating To Candy: Show 
People Eat Plenty 


This continent has a sweet tooth, 
of course, but the modern candy 
maker both makes attractive sweets 
—and: advertises them well. Candy 
statistics of the United States show 
a thirty per cent. rise in consump- 
tion over last year. Sales ‘for the 
first four months of 1934 have been 
at the rate of $200,000,000 a year. 
However, the glamorous year of 1929 
showed the United States consum- 
ing double that quantity so far as 
value is concerned. Some of the de- 
cline is due to lower prices now. So 
far as this Dominion’s sweet tooth is 
filled, there were nineteen million 
pounds of chocolate confectionery 
manufactured in Canada in. 1932 
along with over 12% million dozen’ 
chocolate bars. There were over 44 
million pounds of. sugar confection- 
ery with 1% million dozen bars. Be- 
sides that we imported three million 
pounds of confectionery, chiefly from 
the United Kingdom. Exports are 
comparatively small,—Brandon Sun.
